‘REVOLVERS WERE FLOURISHED

There was a double kidnapping out on

Shortly before noon Tuesday Mrs. Hop- 


kins and her attorney, R. Graham Frost, 
applied to the court for a writ of habeas 
corpus against the Vorscheimers, directing 
them to produce Mrs. Vorscheimer and her 


baby in court. 

They were directed to Judge Valiiant's 
courtroom, where a writ was issued, re- 
turnable at 3 o'clock in the afternoon. 

Mr. Frost told this story of the abduction 
and the incidents leading up to it: 

“Several months ago Mrs. Vorscheimer 
left her husband for good and sufficient 
reasons and went out to live with her moth- 
er in St. Louis County. 

“Several months after she moved out 
there the baby was born. She had decided 
to sue for a divorce, but Mr. Garesche was 
her attorney and he was alwaye opposed t 
divorces unless in extreme cases. The di- 
vorce sult Was therefore never filed. 

“Sunday night the husband and the two 
brothers, armed with revoivers, went out to 
Mrs. Hopkins’ house for the purpose of 
taking the baby away. 

“They made al! kinds of threats and in- 
timidated the women so that they did not 
know what to do. Mrs. Hopkins tried to 
take the baby, but was forcibly seized by

There was an exciting manhunt at the 
City Hospital early Tuesday morning. 

Pat Shannon, an _  gbservation patient, 
made a desperate effort to escape and for 
a. hour or more he led the guards and 
employes a chase. When he was finally 
captured he was as black ag the blackest 
negro in St. Louis and as docile as a lamb. 

A week ago Shannon was received as an 
alcoholic patient. He is a laborer, married, 
44 years old, and lives-at 3912 Laclede av- 
enue. He was in the hospital but a day or 
twe when he was discharged. A few days 
later he was found by a Seventh District 
patrolman, wandering on the streets. He 
talked in a rambling manner and Capt. 
Boyd torwarded him to the hospital for ob- 
servation. 

The plumbers have been making some 
extensive r irs in the’ hospital building, 
and this is what rendered his escape possi- 
ble. In the northwest corner of the bath- 
room, adjoining the cellroom, a six-inch 
ventilating pipe had been put in. About a 
square foot of thé ceiling had been re- 
moved to allow the admission of the pipe. 

At 6 o’clock Tuesday morning, before the 
patients were astir, Shannon crept from 
his cot. He was clad only in a patr of 
trousers and a shirt. His feet were devoid 
of shoes or socks, and as he stealthily crept 
across the floor he made no more noise 
than a mouse, He went cirect to the ven- 
tiiating pipe and scaled it as nimbly as a 
squirrel would a tree. 

A few moments later Guard Harry Whal- 
en went on duty. In making his rounds he 
found that he was short one patient. It 
took but a few minutes to find that Shan. 
non was the missing man. One of the pa- 
tents tald Whalen he saw Shannon enter 
the bathroom a few minutes before. Whal- 
en looked in the bathroom, but he did not 
see Shannon.

He 
sat by the fire, thinking and puffing clouds 
of tobacco smoke from his pipe. 

A little before noon he arose and without 
a word climbed the stairs to his bedroom. 
The children came home from scloo] for 
dinner and Gussie, a 16-year-old daughter, 
went to call her father. 

She rapped-on the door and got no re- 
sponse. Thinking her father had fallen 
asleep, she opened the door and wenr in. 
In an instant she came out, ker face white 
with terror and her limbs trembling so that 
she could only stagger to tie top of the 
stairs and cry out: ‘ 

‘‘Mamma, come quick; papa has killed 
himself!” 

The neighbors hurried in. They found 
John Frier stretched full length on the floor 
—dead. His wife and six children huddled 
around ‘the corpse, sobbing afd walling their 
grief. os 

After’lying down Frier had placed the 
muzzle of tis revolver in his mquth. A pull 
on the trigger and a bullet crashed up- 
ward to his brain and killed him. 

Despondency over lack of business {is the 
only motive the widow and children could 
give. He kept a restaurant near his home 
at 7108 South Broadway. 

Five letters addressed to his family and 
friends were found in the room. They told 
of fear for the future—of a hopelessness of 
being able to provide for wife and little 
ones. 

Frier was formerly a United States ex- 
press messenger. He was on a train that 
was held up by bandits not long ago. 

Last December he was discharged and 
since then he has found nothing to do but 
look after the little restaurant that was 
run by his wife while he was on the road. 
The income was too small to maintain so 
large a family.

Children From the Home Were Per- 
mitted to Attend Ashland School 
Up to the End of Last 
Week.

If an epidemic of diphtheria does not 
ensue at the German Orphans’ Home, at 
Taylor avenue and Natural Bridge road, it 
will not be because the conditions are not 


ripe for {t. 

« Chief Sanitary Officer Charles W. Francis 
received a postal card Monday from Dr. 
Tl. A. Kirchner of 4476 Easton avenue re- 
porting two cases of divhtheria at the 
home. The names of the children were 
given as Conrad and Schmidt. The card 
was dated Friday, but the date of the post- 
office stamp was Monday. 

«Mr. Francis regarded the ciggumstances 
as suspicious. He sent an inspector out to 
the home. He found seven children iso- 
lated in a hospital ward over the wash 
house. The superintendent told him, ac- 
cording to his report, that all seven of the 


children had had diptheria. Two of them 
Laura Weiizel and Otto Reither, were still 
very sick, but the other five, Katie Web- 
ber, Agnes Conard, Henry Ellinghaus, A:- 
fred Miller and Eliza Thein, were convales- 
cent and had been so reported by Dr. 
Kirchner Sunday evening. There was no 
child named Schmidt in the home. 

The superintendent admitted that the 
children trom the home had been sent reg- 
ularly to the Ashland school at Newstead 
avenue and Sacramento street up to the 
end of last week. 

None of the children had been sent Mon- 
day the superintendent sa‘d. 

To verify the report of the inspector Mr. 
Francis sent Dr. Montgomery to the home. 
He repor*ed the same state of facts. 

Mr, Francis immediately s¢nt a letter to 
Miss Sarah A. McGuire, principal of the 
Ashland School, asking her if it was true 
that the children of the home had attended 
school up to and including last Friday. He 
suggested that if it were or were not true 
that no children be admitted to the sckool 
until notified by the Health Department that 
all danger was past. 

He then wrote a letter to Dr. Kirchner, 
submitting the results of his investigations, 
and pointedly suggesting the need of an ex- 
planation. 

Health Commissioner Starkloff also noti- 
fled Superintendent Soldan of the publie 
schools of the facts,

The Barber Asphalt Co. Cases May 
Have Some Weight in the Mat- 
ter of Recommendations 
for the Position. 


A telegram to the Post-Dispatch from 
Jefferson City Tuesday afternoon states 
the executive office is being flooded with 
telegrams and letters urging the claims of 
different applicants for appointment to the 
Supreme bench to succeed JudBe Macfar- 
lane. 

The names of four candidates were be- 
fore the Governor at noon: W.C. Marshall, 
Leroy B. Valliant, St. Louis; W. W. Graves, 
Butler, and Noah M. Given of Harr'!sonville. 

A delegation from Bates County called 
upon the Governor and urged the appoint- 


ment of Graves. It was composed of J. D. 
Allen, W. O. Jackson, J. C. Qgtrk and J. 
S. Francisco of Butler and 8S. W. Dooley of 
Rich Hill 

The Governor said that St. Louis would 
receive the appointment, but he would not 
name his choice to-day, as he desired sev- 
eral days in which to look over the field. 

The necessity*of immediate action by the 
Governor in the appointment of a successor 
to Judge Macfarlane has excited interest in 
the selection of a new judge for the Su- 
preme Court of Missouri. 

Lawyers and politicians who returned 
Tuesday morning from the funeral of the 
dead jurist are inclined to the opinion that 
City Counselor William C. Marshall will re- 
ceive the honor of appointment, althouga 
the friends of gudge Leroy B. Valliant 
have come actively into the controversy. 
The name of Ju€ge Scarritt of Kansas City 
is mentioned, 

One of the peculiar incidents of the sit- 
uation is shown in the cases of the many 
taxpayers against the Barber Asphalt 
Paving Co. These cases were argued and 
submitted last April. Two new judges on 
the bench will cause another delay in the 
announcement of the decision and possibly 
require a. rehearing. 

‘Mr. Marshall’s appointment would be 
perfectly satisfactory to us,’’ said Hiram J. 
Grover, the attorney of the taxpayers, ‘“‘for 
he has a fine judicial mind. But he would 
be disqualified from sitting in the Baroer 
Asphalt cases, as in many others, because 
he appeared in them as City Counselor.

A MAIDEN AUNT REBUKED. 


Held by Judge Bland to Be as Disturb- 
ing an Element as the Much- 
Abused Mothor-in-Law. 


Judge Bland of the Court of Appeals says 
that ‘poverty is not a sin,” and that maiden 
aunts in the household are often the causes 
of troubles between husband and wife. The 
other two Judges agree with Judge Bland 
on every point, 

In his opinion handed down Tuesday on 
the divorce case of Isabella Campbell 
against William C. Campbell, both of 
Springfield, Mo., Judge Bland says in part: 

“The petition charges numerous indigni- 
ties, mostly of a trivial nature. There 
was an utter failure of proof of abandon- 
ment. The evidence on the contrary tend- 
ed to prove that it was through the wife’s 
objections that he was compelled to leave 
their home. She was the primary cause of 
his leaving and his departure was entirely 
to her liking. 

“The plaintiff's testimony tends to make 
out some of the indignities charged and is 
corroborated by her aunt, Miss Ross. From 
the evidence it is shown that Mrs, Camp- 
bell is a cultured and refined lady and it 
is equaily clear that Mr, Campbell is a 
sober, honest, industrious man, and that 
nothing unusual, unless it be the interfer- 
ence of the maiden aunt, has occurred to 
mar their wedded bliss except his struggle 
against poverty. 

“No complaint was made by the wife un- 
til she fortunately came into possession of 
a home of her own, $10,000 In notes and 
bonds and $0 a month allowance from her 
father. Then it was that the maiden aunt 
seems to have taken up a permanent abode 
with Mrs. Campbell and let loose ber bat- 
teriea of criticism and fault-finding against 
Campbell. In, their house he was reiegaied 
to a servant's room as a sleeping apari- 
ment, his wife says he was dressed jn the 
castoff clothing of her faiher.

WHAT IS THE INFLUENCE ? 


The Administration’s eager hope that it may 
induce Spain to disavow De Lome’s utterances 
‘may be realized, but it is difficult to see how a 
. perfunctory disavowal will settle matters. 

There is something more in the Cuban issue 
than a breach of etiquette. Spain may finally de- 
clare that the private utterances of her Minister 
are lies, but his exposure of the farcical nature 
of Spain’s proposals ard of her deception and 
double dealing remains, 

Knowing the truth, how is ft possible for the 
Administration to permit itself to be duped into 
longer disregarding the demands of justice and 
humanity by Spanish promises and pretenses? 
In the light of the truth what shadow of excuse 
can be offered for a‘continuation of the policy 
of subservient postponement. 

Every vital point in the Cuban question has 
been settled. Spain can neither conquer nor 
bribe the insurgents. Her autonomy profect is 
a failure. Her sovereignty is gone. The Cuban 
struggle has degenerated into wanton inhuman- 
ity and destruction. Every consideration of jus- 
tice and humanity calls for a recognition by the 
United States-of the tru'th of the situation and 
the adoption of a manly course in defense of our 
principles and of our interests. 

What influence binds us, in our dealings with 
Spain, to a policy of circumlocution and cow- 
ardice? What influence in the face of public 
opinion debases the spirit and paralyzes the arm 
of the United States? 
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A merit system that comes after municipal 
fuids have been squandered, is a locking of 
the stable after the horse is gone. 
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FRANCE’S ENEMIES. 


| Perhaps the order of the French Government 
to strike from ‘the French coin the inscription, 
“God Protect France,” is prompted by a con- 
sciousness that the protection of France requires 
the elimination of a large number of feather- 
brained Frenchmen. 

«« We may judge from recent disclosures of the 
conditions existing in the legislature, tthe courts, 
the army and the press of France the point where 
France needs the protection most is at home. 

If instead of striking off the inscription the 
government were 'to amend it to fit the situation 
it would read “God protect France from French- 
men.”’ 
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Spain ought to ask the President for time in 
which to prove that Consul General Lee or some 
American Consul has been as indiscreet.as Min- 
ister de Lome. There is no reason to doubt 
that the request will be granted. 
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AN ANTI-TRUST VICTORY. 

The decision of the United States Court. of Ap- 
peals for the Sixth Circuit in the case of the 
Iron Pipe Combine appears to be a decisive vic- 
tory over the monopoly combination. 

{i is held by the court that the association con- 
tract is void at common law because it is in re- 
straint of trade and is an attempted monopoly. 
The question of the reasonableness of prices 
and the purpose to avoid rulnous competition ts 
held ‘to be immaterial. 

_ Itis held also that the association contract af- 
fects interstate commerce and is in violation of 
the Federal anti-trus¢ law. | 

From this decision 1s deducible the general 
rule ‘that. combinations to restrain trade, fix 
prices and secure monopoly affecting interstate 
conimerce, are illegal. 

But the common Jaw decision gives the rule a 
still broader sweep. It lays the foundation for 
the destruction of the trust combination within 
the borders of one State, regardless of its effect 
On interstate commerce. The common law cov- 
ers ‘the ground. 

There is law enough to smash the'trusts. What 
is needed is vigorous prosecution by the officers 
of the law. 
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Instead-of finding missionary work in behalf 
of the Transmississippi Exposition to do in St. 
Louls, the Omaha delegation found St. Louls 
missionaries hard at work. But the visit of the 
Nebraskams on a tour to arouse increased inter- 
est in the exposition is a reminder of the neces- 
sity of prompt and vigorous efforts to place Mis- 
Sourl, as the greatest State in the exposition ter- 
ritory, and St. Louis, as the metropolis, in the 
front rank of exhibitors. St. Louis’ experience 
in expositions is of value and if ‘the efforts of 
the strong commission are supplemented by 
hearty and liberal support of the business men 
St. Louls and the State will be handsomely 
represented. We ought to have the best exhibit 
at Omaha.

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EVADING THE ISSUE 

Mayor Ziegenhein says he is opposed to the 
submission of the merit system to the people, 
because it might jeopardize the public improve- 
ment amendment. Everything in turn, he re- 
marks, and the first thing is public improve- 
ment, ‘ 

The Mayor puts the cart before the horse. If 
there is to be any turn about the amendments 
the first thing should be the determination of 
the character of the men who are to attend to 
the business of public improvement and the ex- 
penditure of the funds. 

Eut why should there be any turn about the 
matter? Why not submit the amendments to- 
gether? Why would the merit system amend- 
ment jeopardize the public improvements amend- 
ment? [Would the submission of a system to 
secure honest and efficient employes lead the 
voters to vote down amendments contemplating 
the raising and expenditures of vast sums of 
money? 

On what ground does the Mayor contemp- 
tuously dismiss the evidence of a popular demand 
for the submission of the merit system? 


Union, with a membership of 30,000, mean noth- 
ing? Do the representatives of the leading busi- 
ness organizations in the city represent nothing? 
Does the committee of business and professional 
men organized to work for the submission and 
adoption of the merit system represent nothing? 

The Mayor thinks there is no need of protection 
from dishonesty and inefficlency in public work. 
Why is the City Hall incomplete, at the expendi- 
ture of $500,000 above the original estimate? Why 
do municipal expenses increase, with no results 
except growing salary lists? Why was the 
Street Department reorganized for the benefit 
of the spoils machine? Why is the city poverty 
stricken? 

Mayor Ziegenhein evades the real question. 
His argument is irrelevant and unconvincing. 

No good reason has been or can be offered for 
a refusal of the fair demand for the submission 
to 'the voters of the merit system. If it is refused 
it will be because the machine bosses use thetr 
power to prevent any possibility of their being 
deprived of the control of public business and of 
public funds. 
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Lincoln’s birthday is now a legal holiday in 
five States. Doubtless a number of other States 
will fottow ‘the example of Illinois, New York, 
New Jersey, Minnesota and Washington. With 
two legal holidays, in honor of our two greatest 
Presidents, occurting in February it may be 
hoped that the holidayized birthday of the next 
great American to be so honored will not fall in 
this little sawed-off month, 


According to the Dingley 'theory, our free trade 
between the States must be highly injurious to 
many of them. There is as much reason for the 
“protection” of a State as for the “protection” 
of a nation. The markets of Missouri are full 
of products that compete with our manufactur- 
ers and farmers. Why not Dingleyize the Con- 
stitution and thus enrich every inhabitant of 
Missouri? 
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With the declaration of the Republican State 
Committee of Indiana that “the Republicans of 
Indiana must no longer be under the guardian- 
ship of an Ohio boss,” it would appear that the 
feeling against Mr. Hanna has been spreading 
since his Columbus triumph. We may conclude, 
at least, that Indiana no longer rhymes with 
Hanna. 
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Those who are interested in newspaper circu- 
lation should keep in mind the fact that a news- 
paper may issue an edition of many thousands 
without having the largest circulation. Only 
papers sold can honestly be counted as circula- 
tion. The Post-Dispatch’s great circulation fig- 
ures represent sales, and not mere issues.

Square, Boston, Miss Carrington wrote on the type- 
writer, from dictation, 108 words of unfamiliar mat- 
ter in one minute, and 144 words of familiar mat- 
ter. She.operates kn unlettered keyboard, and can 
write ae rapidly blindfolded as when she can see. 
Her method is the ‘touch writing,” which is now 
emnneres by some two hundred typewriters in Bos- 
ton. he position of each letter is fixed in the 
mind, and the same finger touches the same key 
at all times, all the fingers doing duty. By this 
means one’s eyes can rest on her manuscript, no 
time being wasted in looking from keyboard to 
notebook. 

Miss Anne B. Kyler of Boston was the firet to 
use this method. 

Touch writing is the method employed by many 
blind typewriters, Helen Keller being the most il- 
lustrious example.

John B. Roeder, a well-known attorney, 
died suddenly at his home, 3648 Blaine ave- 
nue, of heart faflure, Monday evening. 

He had returned from his office in the 
Commercial Building rather late, and found 
his wife and four children, two little girls 
and boys, ready to eat supper. 

The children ran to greet him, each hav- 
ing a pretty little valentine for papa. There 
was the usual round of kisses and Mr. 
Roeder took his seat at table. 

Mrs. Roeder says that he was in the best 
of spirits and that he ate with apparent 
relis The meal was barely over and the 
children were again at his side, laughing 
and chatting, when the father gave a sud- 
den scream. He clasped both*hands to his 
chest and gasped, ‘I’m choking.’”’ 

Thinking that {t was a dyspeptic attack, 
to which he was subject, Mrs. Roeder ap- 
plied restoratives. But there was no relief. 
The eldest son, aged 16, summoned Dr. John 
Zahoaska of South Grand avenue, who in 
turn summoned Drs. Brookes and McCan- 
dless, who live in the neighborhood. But it 
was too late. Everything possible was 
done to ereate respiration and stimulate 
the heart’s action. Injections of strychnine 
had no effect. 

The physicians placed the dying man on 
the floor in his well furnished reception hall, 
and’ worked heroically for nearly half an 
hour. Even after pulsation had ceased they 
continued, hoping that some spark of life 
was yet in the prostrate form.® But it was 
of no avail. 

Too close attention to his business and 
genera] debility are supposed to have 
brought on the attack. 

Mr. Roeder was associated in business 
with Byron Woodward, recently admitted 
to the bar. Until January 1 he attended to 
his practice without assistance. He was so- 
licitor for many corporations. 

His brother attorneys say that he was 
one of the busiest practitioners in the city. 
Though he was never a robust man, he 
was rarely il], until recently, when he be- 
came troubled with dyspepsia. He said 
that he intended taking a rest, but never 
could see his way clear to do so. 

It is said that a business transaction, 
concerning the security of a certain bond, 
caused him much worry. But this. could 
not be affirmed. His associate, Mr. Wood- 
ward, said that he did not know of any 
such.

Proposed Constitutional Amendment 
Lost in Massachusetts Legislature.

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ILLINOIS SUPREME COURT PUNC- 
TURES HOLMES SYNDICATE 
INFLATED STOCK. 


LOS ANGELES RAILWAY CASE. 


The Stockholders Ordered to Show the 
True Value of the Stock and Pay 
Creditors What Is Due. 


CHICAGO, MNl., Feb. 15.—The stockholders 
of the Pacific Railway Co. must pay the 
creditors and bondholders of the corpora- 
tion the amount of the inflation of the 
stock. The Supreme Court of Illinols has 
rendered this decision in affirming the de- 
cision of the appellate court, which held 
that the stockholders were liable. 

The case is remanded to the Circuit Court 
with instructions to compel the creditors 
to prove up what is due them, to compel 
the stockholders to show the true value of 
their stocks and then to command them to 
pay to the creditors the balance due. The 
amount involved is said to be something like 
a million dollars, though the exact amount 
has never been ascertained; The case has 
been in the courts of lilinois for several 


years, with results first in favor of the 
stockholders and then of the creditors. Thé 
opinion of the Supreme Court is final and 
the order to the lower court is but a formal 
process to secure a final settlement, The 
stockholders are all, or nearly all, Chicago 
capitalists, while the creditors include sev- 
eral of the banks of the city. Among the 
former are mentioned CC. B, Holmes, John 
J. Mitchell, James I. Houghteling, Morton 
B. Hull and Alexander Geddes, Holmes was 
the President of the Pacific Railway Co. 
All of the foregoing were directors. 

In 1889 Holmes formed a syndicate which 
purchased a horse car line in Los Angeles, 
Cal. A company was organized under the 
title of the Los Angeles Cable Railway Co. 
and work of transforming the line Into a 
cable road was begun. The original figures 
had said that $1,500,000 would be enough to 
build the system and put it in operation. 
But the syndicate found that $2,000,000 
would be required. A new organization 
was then arranged and the title of the 
Pacific Railway Co. adopted, capitalized 
at $2,500,000 and incorporated under the laws 
of the State of Hlinois. The bonds of the 
company were taken up by many of the 
Chicago banks with the understanding, as 
the creditors’ attorneys have repeatedly as- 
serted in the courts, that the capital was 
paid up in full. Subsequently a rival road 
entered the field in Los Angeles, and the 
boom went to pleces. Under these con- 
ditions the company failed with a heavy 
indebtedness. In reviewing the case the 
master in chancery reported that only 
about 32 per cent of the stock of the cable 
company had been paid up. Certain of the 
stockholders in the old Los Angeles Cable 
tailway Co., who had exchanged rop- 
erty and stocks in that concern for shares 
in the Pacific Railway Co., together with 
the holders of bonds, brought suit against 
the stockholders for the recovery of the 
amount of the inflation of the stock. The 
case was fought through all the lower 
courts until it reached the State Supreme 
Court, which yesterday decided that the 
stockholders. must pay the creditors and 
bondholders of the corporation the amount 
of the inflation of the stock. 

In affirming the opinion of the Appellate 
Court and remanding the cause, the stock- 
holders are practically left without re- 
course. By the opinion an important ques- 
tion in law is decided as to the liability 
of stockholders for the debts of the com- 
pany. For the first time in the history of 
the Illinois courts the point has received 
an exhaustive decision.

TWO NOTORIOUS CRI 


PETER RENFRO, AT LARGE FIVE 
YEARS, UNDER SENTENCE OF 
DEATH, RECAPTURED. 


SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Feb. 15.—Peter Ren- 
fro, the Texas County murderer, who has 
been a fugitive for five years, was captured 
yesterday by Deputy United States Mar- 

own of Springfield, and Deputy Sher- 
mB. McCall of awrence County, Ark. 
Renfro was brought here and oer in jail, 
The arrest was made near oniphan, in 
Ripley County. The outlaw was working 
in a stave factory. The officers played the 
role of deer hunters, and threw the mur- 
derer off his guard. Deputy Marshal Brown 
had been on the track of Renfro for some 


time. 

In 1888 Renfro shot and imstantly killed 
Charles Dorris, a Constable of Somerville, 
Texas County, Mo., while resisting arrest. 
The case was sent to Greene County on @ 
change of venue, and Renfro was confined 
in the old Springfield jail. Before his trial 
the prisoner cut his way through the jail 
and escaped. He went to the mountains of 
Texas County, and for months lived in a 
cave. A cousin betrayed the fugitive, and 
officers captured him. He was brought back 
to Springfield, tried in the Criminal Court 
by Judge Oliver and convicted of murder im 
the first degree. In January, 1893, 14 days 
before the date set for his execution, Ren- 
fro, with 14 other prisoners, assaulted the 
jailer and escaped. A reward of $200 was 
offered for Renfro’s capture, but no trace 
of him could be discovered by the Greene 
County officers. Renfro is 83 years old.

TROUBLE IN TAXING TOWELS. 


The Tariff Makes a Distinction Be- 
tween Fringed and Hemstitched. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 15.—The United States 
Board of General Appraisers has filed a 
decision on the rate and amount of duties 
chargable on importations of certain kinds 
of twoels. Marshall Field & Co. of Chicago 
protested against paying the duties as- 
sessed upon these dimportations. The 
towels were of linen and some had knotted 
fringe while others were hemstitched with 
about three inches of the material reversed 
or folded. 

The towels were divided into two classes 
by the appraiser, according to the number 
of threads to the inch which they contain- 
ed. One class was assessed for duty at 2% 
cents per square yard and 3) per cent a 
valorem, the other at 6 cents per square 
yard and 30 per cent ad valorem.

“A LADY OF QUALI 


Two Criticisms 


Another one of those plays tagged as a 
“New York suoccess’’ came to St. Louis 
last evening and wes seen at the Century. 
Like many another play on which New 
York has smiled its approval, end then sent 
it forth on the road to coin money chiefly on 
the strength of its record of so many 
months’ run et a Broadway theater, this 
particular play, “A Lady of Quality,” turns 
out to be a melodramatic rigmarole, which 
teaches no lesson, is dependent entireiy 


| upon one scene for its claim to giving a fin- 
‘ished actress scope for her emotional pow- 


ers, and is not even constructed with 
respect to stage rules which years have 
proved to be infallible. 

It is superbly produced. There has been 
nothing at the Century since that theater 
was opened to compare with the scenery, 
the properties and the costumes worn dur- 
img the four ects of the play. But at that 
it is nothing more than proper mounting of 
the play selected for Miss Julia Arthur's 
debut as a star. Without such splendid ac- 
cessories as the scenic artist, stage car- 
penter and costumer have provided, it is 
a matter of doubt whether Miss Arthur’s 
undeniable talents could _ rise 
the opportunities afforded 
the part of Clorinda Wildairs and 
could make the faulty dramatization of 
a silly story what is commonly called in 
the manager's office a “go.” Were the 
period of “A Lady of Quality’ changed 
from the time of Queen Anne to that of 
Queen Victoria, and presented with a dress 
suit villain, with the stage set as a mod- 
ern drawing room, the play would be ever- 
lastingly damned, and no thinking man or 
woman could be convinced that ’twas from 
the pen of Mrs. Frances Hodgson Burnett, 
and not written by Laura Jean Libby or 
Marie St. Felix, 

This is the second time refuge has been 
taken in the periwig and brocaded clothes 
of the early part of the last century, and a 
dull and senseless lot of claptrap, thus clev- 
erly worked upon unsuspecting theater-go- 
ers. In the early part of the season Mr. 
Henry Miller appeared at the Century ina 
play called “‘Heartsease.” It was seen by 
many, and by them all enjoyed, but the 
Same play phen produced the season -pre- 
vious in modern dress was such a dismal 
failure that the company disbanded, and , 
Mr. Miller’s ambitious efforts at starring got 
such a black eye he was looked upon with 
distrust for months afterward. The deduc- 
tion may be drawn that audiences nowadays 
care only for pleasing pictures and accept 
as a side issue the accompanying work of 
men and women who have studied and at- 
tained eminence as artists. In this case, “‘A 
Lady of Quality” is a gem without a flaw, 
and one which its managers will find price- 
less for a season or two—but no longer. If 
the public is partial to pretty pictures it also 
wan's variety. 

Of the brilliant audience assembled in the 
Century last evening there were many per- 
sons present who knew of Miss Arthur’s 
conscientious, and it may be almost said 
triumphant, struggle for stage honors. 
There were others who accepted her as they 
accepticiany other man or woman who comes 
along with a play and company billed to 
appear at one of the city’s leading theaters, 
which is to say without thought of his or 
her warrant to be a star. These theater- 
goers who don’t think, who buy tickets for 
a performance like they purchase haber- 
dashery—‘‘give me ‘whatever is stylish, 
please’’—found oniy that which is to be 
praised,in the production of “A Lady of 
Quality.” But those who have watched the 
Progress of this singularly gifted young 
woman since she began at the very lowest 
rung of the ladder saw more than her ar- 
tistic portrayal of the impulsive, defiant, 
strong and yet milk-and-watery Clorinda 
Wildairs. They noted the degree of profi- 
ciency she has reached since her last visit 
to St. Louis.

There is a fife swagger, a quick- 
ness of movement which arouses the din- 
ner-heavy auditors and puts them in con- 
dition for any joy. The second act Is 
beautiful in its setting, bright in Its dia- 
logue and progressive in dramatic interest. 
The third act is an inexcusable imperti- 
nence. The fourth act is but an incident, 
with murder as its climax. The fifth act 
is damnably weak and childish. 

Julia Arthur is beautiful in form, feature 
and color. Her voice has small range, but 
within its compass it is full, rich, of far 
radiance and well controtied. Her articula- 
tion is at all times clean and distinct. Her 
poses are consciously perfect. She knows 
to perfection the power she has in her 
finely molded body and uses its lines with 
far more intelligence than she addresses 
to the words of her part. In the hoyden 
scene she was Clorinda—complete and sat- 
isfying. In the rose garden scene of the 
second act—wherein, piqued by the knowl- 
edge that Sir John Oxon has tricked and 
deserted her, Clorinda accepts the hand of 
Dunstanwolde—Miss Arthur was provok- 
ingly beautiful, provokingly inadequate. 
The scene is a succession of prettily” con- 
trived incidents, filled with dramatic values 
plain to the touch of the real actress. Miss 
Arthur saw them vaguely and painted 
them coarsely. In ‘her triumph over Sir 
John Oxon she triumphed over the audience 
—not by her skill as an actress, but by set- 
ting a wreath of red roses in her jet black 
hair above her beautiful face. 

Interest centers on the murder in the 
fourth act. That its crisis. It has been 
foreplanned. You are prodded and nudged 
and winked at from the first curtain-up so 
that you may be in training for that killing. 
The fourth act exists only that Lady Betty 
Tantillion and two gallants may handle 
Clorinda’s riding whip of the loaded handle 
and tell how, with that whip, Clorinda con- 
quered the most vicious morse in England. 
With that whip Clorinda strikes Sir John 
Oxon in the back, presumably in the back 
of the neck, fracturing the medula oblon- 
gata and causing instant death. In the 
novel the blow was in the temple—where 4@ 
woman of Clorinda’s build and temper 
would have put it, facing the cur who 
threatened her—but the playwright con- 

eded something to anatomists who con- 
tend that death from a biow in the temple 
is by no means certain, and so changed the 
order of the act. 

You tremble for Miss Arthur before the 
murder. She has developed a disposition to 
scream. She is straining her beautiful 
throat and in facial expression contributes 
nothing to the delineation. She grasps the 
whip in a childish fury and rains blows 
upon the back of Oxon. There is no respres- 
sion in her voice; it is loud, shrill, shrewish. 
Ste storms on savagely after her victim has 
fallen, inert, before the couch which is to 
conceal him and from which -the riding 
whip was snatched by the infuriated pur- 
sued Clorinda. She calls him cur, cries to 
him to get up. Suddenly her torrential 
tirade ceases. She has realized that her 
blow was heavier than she thought, that 
he can’t get up. She crawls along the length 
of his body, her eyes fixed on his smiling 
dead face. There is a long walt, then Ina 
whisper the speech: “I have killed thee! I 
have killed thee! I meant it not’’—and the 
utterly flat, commonplace never-to-be-for- 
given conclusion—“‘Now thou art @ dead 
man and this is the WORST OF ALL!!”’ 

In the novel the Duke of Osmonde weds 
Clorinda, never knowing of her youthful 
sin against womanhood nor of the murder, 
In the play he enters while Clorinda’s sis- 
ter, Anne, is confessing to the murderess 
that she knows all. Clorinda wildly con- 
cludes the confession, and though it has 
powhere appeared that Osmonde ever knew 
Oxon or that he had overheard any part of 
Anne’s statement, and though Clorinda’s 
wild conclusion is only as clear as mud or 
panic, the Osmonde of the play takes the 
Clorinda te his arms, forgiving and justify- 
ing everything. 

There are few actors on the stage who 
could play Osmonde as pooriy as does Mr. 
Scot Inglis. That is one of Miss Arthur’s 
great misfortunes. Were he what Mrs. Bur- 
fett intended Osmonde to be—a soul as great 
as Clorinda,a body as masculinely beautiful 
as Julia Arthur is femininely glorious—the 
fitness of their union would cover improba- 
bilities, enlarge the sympethy of the 
audience—which then must greet the last 
embrace with roars of applause, instead of 
humorous sighs and hasty getting into coats 
and wraps. 

Scenically the production is superb. The 
costumes are of the early 18th century, 
there are wigs and long walking sticks and 
sword and courtesies and thees and thous 
and servanta to run before calling “My 
Lord of This,”",who is most formaliy greeted 
by the Duke of That. The flavor is old and 
rich and the after taste in the mouth is 
good in spite of lacks which are most ap- 
parent because advance notice had es- 
pecially dwelt upon their absence. 

Miss Arthur is a clever woman, better 
managed than supported, belonging to the 
Virginia Harned class of artists and in no 
more danger of rivaling Bernhardt than 
Caroline Miskel Hoyt may be.
